CANTON GRAND JURY EXPECTED TO RETURN FROM THREE TO 
FIVE INDICTM IN MURDER OF DON R. MELLETT, CRUSADING PUBLISHER 


BY PAUL E. BROKAW. 
CANTON,HO., Aug. 30.—A man 
shorn officials declared is known 
'o have driven the “death car,” 
»at carried the assassins of Don 
A Mellett, will perhaps be called 
fo testify before the grand jury 
following the testimony of Charles 
E. Morris, publisher of the Can­ 
ton Daily News, It was definitely 
learned today. 


CANTON. 
O., 
Aug. 30—Tho 
murder of Don R. Mellett. m artyr­ 
ed Canton publisher, will be re­ 


enacted and solved today before 
the Stark county grand jury pick­ 
ed to investigate the crime. 
Officials conducting the grand 
jury action that is expected to re­ 
sult in from three to five murder 
indictments before the end of this 
week, so declared. 
AH fit the special and regular 
Investigating agencies today were 
of the emphatic opinion that dras­ 
tic attem pts to intimidate vital 
witnesses bad failed. 
Optimism 
for hurried “clean­ 
up" of the murder that startled 


a natiou today was at Its highest 
ebb la investigating ranks. 


The first witness expected to 
appear before the Jurors today 
will be H. J. Burton, private de­ 
tective who gathered evidence in 
Mellett’s 
anti-rice 
crusade and 
who has assisted in investigating 
the publisher's murder. 
Burton will be followed, it has 
been announced, by Charles BL 
Morris, successor of 
Mellett as 
publisher 
of 
the Canton Daily 
News, who is also editorial chief 


of 
the 
James M. Cox chain of 
newspapers. 
Morris, w ho has been exception­ 
ally active in carrying on a de­ 
termined 
investigation into the 
assassination of his former friend 
and colleague, is expected to bo 
before the 
Jurors 
for 
several 
hours, aud it has been predicted 
that he will make startling dis­ 
closures In the form of corrobor­ 
ated evidence. 
Today or tomorrow, according 
to when Morris’ testimony is con­ 
cluded, a “key witness” will bo ta­ 


ken before the Investigating body. 
This witness, whose name is be­ 
ing withheld by authorities, is a 
Canton 
business man and the 
president of an association of per­ 
sons claiming the same national­ 
ity here. 
After admitting to authorities 
shortly following the murder of 
Mellett that he was an eye wit­ 
ness to certain situations immed­ 
iately before and after the assas­ 
sination, 
the 
man, 
evidently 
threatened, recently refused to re­ 


late his previous statements, of­ 
ficials said today. 
Authorities expected, however, 
that he would tell his original 
story which is claimed to involve 
one member of the Canton police 
department as a plotter in the 
crime when called before the 
Jury. 
Two other men, looked upon as 
important witnesses by investiga­ 
tors, who will also be asked to 
testify 
this 
week, are Captain 
Ben Clarke, BertHlon chief of the 
Canton 
police 
department, and 


Detective 
Floyd 
Streitenberger, 
also of the local detective force. 
Clarke is said to have made an 
investigation

Mellett home 
immediately after 
the murder. 


Streitenberger is expected to

Britain Fail* To Find Way 
To Rehabilitate Movie Industry 


English Exhibitors U n­ 
able to A gree on Plan 
by W hich British Film s 
.Would be Used. 


LONDON.—Efforts 
to 
produce an

agreed scheme for the rehabilitation1 
of the British film industry have a1- [ 
most completely failed, according to! 
a report issued by the Joint Trade 
Committee for British Films appoint­ 
ed to consider ways and means of 
combatting the American film "men- 
ance.” 
Manufacturers, renters and exhibi­ 
tors were represented on the commit- J 
tee, and it is stated that the failure to j 
reach a solution was in the main due 
to the antagonistic viewpoints possess­ 
ed by each section. 
Only on one suggestion—a scheme 
whereby 
exhibitors 
must exhibit a 
proportionate number of British films 
in every program—did the committee | - 
reach agreement, but this was after- f 
wards defeated on being submitted to 
a referendum of members of the Cine­ 
matograph 
Exhibitor's 
association, 
states the report. 
Among other proposals considered 
but not approve I by the committee 
was the 
Contingent 
Scheme, now 
worked 
in Germany, which rigidly 
limits imports. This W as rejected be­ 
cause it was only suited to a country 
with much greater native production 
than British. 
Suggestions for a reci­ 
procal arrangement for the exhibition 
of British films in the United States 
were criticized because of difficulties in 
enforcing agreement. 
A tax on foreign films was also re­ 
jected because it would hit small ex­ 
hibitors hard, and would not affect 
theatres making big money, while a 
proposal for the remission of Govern­ 
mental Entertainment Tax if the pro­ 
gram was all British was also nega­ 
tived owing to the government’s view­ 
point 
being 
unobtainable. 
Other 
lexemes for voluntary quotas and part- 
rohmtary and part-compulsory quotas1 
were also found impractlble. 
It is thought here that the whole 
question will now be held over un­ 
til the next meeting of the Imperial

investigation Into the 
assassination of his former friend 
and colleague, Is expected to be

th at he will make startling dis­ 
closures In the form of corrobor­ 
ated evidence. 
Today or tomorrow, according 
to when Morris’ testimony Is con­ 
cluded, a “key witness" will be ta­

TANDON.— British soldier* are att 
to become astronomers so they can 
find their way by the stars. 
Duncan MacEwan, a Scot. has In­ 
vented a little device that makes as 
tronomy easy. 
It is the ready reckoner of astron 
omy and Tommy Atkins could carry 
It in his waistcoat pocket, except that 
waistcoats are as scare In the army 
as white spats In a mining village. 
It took MacEwan six years to In 
duce the War office bureaucrats to 
take up his little scheme, but as It 
took Maxim seven years to get them 
to try his machine gun. MacEwan D e ­ 
sisted. 
The object,' MacEwan said, ‘i s to 
train the ordinary soldier to find his 
way by the stars by being able to I 
read the heavens at a glance. 
"The invention comprises two min­ 
iature domes of the heavens made 
of metal and are about the side of 
a watch. 
"In these the constellations are per­ 
forated accurately and the soldier, by 
holding It to the sky, can locate the 
stars corresponding to the perfora 
tlons and can thus make direct f*>r a 
given spot."

Rocky mountains 
may sneer at the 
idea 
of 
«ay eastern mountains be­ 
ing wild or rugged enough to daunt 
the climber or hunter. 
But many a 
man has been lost in these wilds where 


one can get almost as far away from 
a human habitation as in the west. 
One of the highest mountains Is 
Whiteface which rises 
from 
I-ake 
Placid. In altitude it does not com­ 
pare with the 
great peaks of 
the 
Rockies, but it is high enough so that 
for most of ihe months in the year its 
sharp peak is capped with snow. 
Resemble Scotland's Hills. 
The mountains of fills region ase 
not softly tree-covered as those of 
the Applachian range further to the 
south but are gaunt aud for the. moss. 
part treeless, not distantly resembling 
the grey hills of Scotrand. 
Wild game is a L home iii these re­ 
gions. 
Deer are so numerous that 
sometimes they come down and graze 
in the open fields and occasionally 
eve» a bear is driven by hunger into 
a farmyard. In the open season, dur­ 
ing the Autumn, one sees automo­ 
biles on the roads wiih great bucks 
loaded into them and once in a while 
the tango bulk of.a bear. 
The valleys are fertile in most 
cases ami there grows the greened 
grass in the world. 
Even under den-te 
trees, in deep shade, where grass usu­ 
ally does not t It rive*, it will be fourni 
growing luxuriantly. Many varieties’ 
of trees abound, but the most beauti­ 
ful is the silver birch, the gleaming 
trunks and brpfiehes of which liter­ 
ally shine against the deep green af 
the foliage. 
But In one sense it i an scarcely oe 
said that there are many valleys, for 
what ordinarily would be valleys, that 
is deep and w ide and long ravines be­ 
tween (he ranges of mountains, ar»* 
lakes. 
The lakes are so numerous 
that a list of their names would be 
almost like

telephone directory. 
Lake Champlain and I.ake George are 
well known but there are also Upper 
and Lower Saranac Lakes. Tupper 
Ivalee. Lake Clear. 
Raquette

cid, and, perhaps the most beautiful 
of them all. Mirror I*ak*».

would be a greater industry than it ts 
were it not for the 
fact 
that the 
wealthy owners of the camps hoi I 
extensive tracts which they desire lo 
preserve in their wild state. The no 
live population lives largely on tho 
tourist and summer camp trade. 
That the country i„s a healthful 
one is evidenced by many items which 
appear in the newspapers of the Adi 
rondack towns. In every issue will be 
some article announcing the deatli 
of so-and-so a t the age of 90 or tho 
fact th at such-and-such a man gave a 
party on his hundredth birthday. 
For the most part the roads of the 
Adirondacks are excellent and well 
maintained. 
In the winter when the 
thermom eter drops to 20 and 30 de­ 
grees below zero they are not so 
passable on account of the drifted 
snow.

English E xhibitors U n ­ 
able to A gree on P lan 
by W hich British Film s 
W ould be Used. 


I ADN DON,— Efforts 
to 
produce an 
| 
agreed scheme tor the rehabilitation 
of the British film industry have al­ 
most completely failed, according to ' 
a report issued by the Joint Trade I 
Committee for British Films appoint­ 
ed to consider ways and means of 
•■ombatting the American film ‘'men- 
ance." 
Manufacturers, renters and exhibi­ 
tors were represented on the commit­ 
tee, ami it is stated that the failure to 
reach a solution was in the main due 
to the antagonistic viewpoints possess­ 
ed by each section. 
Only on one suggestion—a scheme 
whereby 
exhibitors 
must exhibit a 
proportionate number of British films 
in every program 
did the committee 
reach agreement, but this was after­ 
wards defeated on being submitted to 
a referendum of meinliers of the Cine 
matograph 
Exhibitor's 
association, 
states the report. 
Among other proposals considered 
but not approve I by the committee 
was the 
Contingent 
Scheme, now 
worked 
in Germany, which rigidly 
limits imports. 
This was rejected be­ 
cause it was only suited to a country 
with much greater native production 
than British. 
Suggestions for a reci 
procal arrangem ent for the exhibition 
of British films in the United States 
were criticized because of difficulties in 
enforcing agreement. 
A tax on foreign films was also re 
jected because it would hit small ex 
hibftors hard, and would not affect 
theatres making big money, while a 
proposal for the remission of Govern­ 
mental E ntertainm ent Tax if the pro­ 
gram was all British was also nega­ 
tived owing to the governm ent’s view­ 
point 
being 
unobtainable. 
Other 
lexemes for voluntary quotas and part- 
rohm tary and part-compulsory quotas 
were also found Impractible. 
It is thought here that the whole 
question will now be held over un­ 
til the next meeting of the Imperial 
Conference, 
when various schemes 
will be presented 
to the delegates 
from the British colonies. 
The possibility is foreseen of the 
government introducing

legislation to make the various inter­ 
ests come into line and to suggest 
measures for the industry's gest meas- j 
area for betterment.

Britain Fails To Find Way 
To Rehabilitate Movie Industry 


E nglish Exhibitors U n­ 
able to A gree on Plan 
by W hich British Film s 
W ould be Used. 


LONDON.—Efforts 
to 
produce an 
agreed scheme for the rehabilitation 
of the British film industry have al­ 
most completely failed, according to 
a report issued by the Joint Trade 
Committee for British Films appoint­ 
ed to consider ways and means of 
combatting the American film ‘'men- 
ance.” 
Manufacturers, renters and exhibi­ 
tors were represented on the commit­ 
tee, aud it is stated that the failure to 
reach a solution was in the main due 
to the antagonistic viewpoints possess­ 
ed by each section, 
Only on one suggestion—a scheme 
whereby 
exhibitors 
must exhibit a 
proportionate number of British films 
in every program—did the committee 
reach agreement, but this was after­ 
wards defeated on being submitted to 
a referendum of members of the Cine­ 
matograph 
Exhibitor's 
association, 
states the report. 
Among other proposals considered 
but not approve I by the committee 
was the 
Contingent 
Scheme, now- 
worked 
in Germany, which rigidly 
limits imports. 
This was rejected be­ 
cause it was only suited to a country 
with much greater native production 
than British. 
Suggestions for a reci­ 
procal arrangement for the exhibition 
of British films in the United States 
were criticized because of difficulties in 
enforcing agreement. 
A tax on foreign films was also re­ 
jected because it would hit small ex­ 
hibitors hard, and would not affect 
theatres making big money, while a 
proposal for the remission of Govern­ 
mental Entertainment Tax if the pro­ 
gram wa» all British was also nega­ 
tived owing to the government’s view­ 
point 
being 
unobtainable. 
Other 
lexem es for voluntary quotas and part- 
rotuntary and part-compulsory quotas 
were also found lmpractlble. 
It is thought here that the whole 
question w-iil now be held over un­ 
til the next meeting of the Imperial 
Conference, 
when various schemes 
will be presented 
to the delegates 
from the British colonies. 
The possibility Is foreseen of the 
government introducing 
compulaory 
legislation to make the various inter­ 
ests come Into line and to suggest 
measures} for the industry's gest m eas­ 
ures for betterment.
